In December last, when on the Coast of 
Brazil, having fallen in with an American 
ship, Ì understood there was a man on board 
by the name of Jonathan Lambert, a native 
of America, who’ had resolved to estaùlish 
himself on the large Ísland of Tristan d’ Acun. 
ha, for the purpose of cultivating the soil, 
and breeding pogpltry with other stock, ex- 
pectiug it would be an inducement for vessels 
passing in that track to touch for refreshment 
whenever % might be known. 


Oa the 28th of January ultimo, when bound: 


for this place, being in sight of these Íslands, 
and a shert distance off the north side of the 


„Principal one, L determined on dispatching 
“ the Charles’ boat, with aa officer and crew, 


for the purpose of taking some fresh water, 
when Mr. Lambart, with two other men, were 
found, and reported thai they had been land. 
ed twenty days. Having been before appriz- 
ed of Mr. Lamberts resolution of settling 
himself on this Island, k was desirous of ren. 
dering him every’ assistance my capacity would 
allow. Accordingly, after the necessary wae 
ter for the Charles was procured, Ì landed ia 
a deep cove on the north side, at the distance 
of about a quarter of a mile to the west of 
this inlet, there was a spet of ground that 
Lambert had cleared for a garden; full two 
acres were laid out in neat besls, with Radish 
and Cabbage plants grewing in great luxurie 
ance, and giore than one inch above the sur 
face; Indian Corn, Potatoes and the Pumkin 
Vine, with the Water and Musk Melon, were 
also above the ground. In turning up the 


‘soil with a spade, astratum of black ‘mould 


appeared full two feet deep, over a layer of 
rich reddish clay. Not six yards from Lama 
bert’s cultivated spot, there is a large run of 
water, which has ìts source in the mount, run.

Great quantities of fish are about the 
Islands of the Rock, Cod, Bass, and Macken 
rel kind, with many bray fish. Quantities of 
Kelp, a gigantie fucus, as termed by the Na- 
turalist, by going through a certain process, 
might be made into Barilla; which would 
aaswer all the purposes, with the Sea Ele. 
phant oti, to manufacture into Soap. 

Hitherto the Islands have‘ been visited by 
vessels that were in search of Scal skins aud 
eil, and have succeeded in procuring great 
quantities, There are yct mauy Seals and Sea 
Elephants, that come on shore in the months 
of Juue, July and August, from which last 
animal, oil is extracted. Procuring Seal skiús 
and oil weuld be an employment at the sea. 
„sou, when it wauld not answer to plough or 
sow, and these would be considerable articles 
of commerce. 

As a substitute for empty casks to hold the 
oil as it might be procured, large tauks could 
be made ata tritliug expence, to hold from 
5,000 to 10,000 gallons each, there being 
enough of stone; and in all probability limee 
stone would be discovered, which are the 
principal mat. rials for making the tanks. 

Mr. Lambert expressed to me his desire 
that I would communicate to your Lordship, 


that he set out with views which he trusted: 


would be considered by the British Governa 
ment and the Honorable ijast kndia Company, 
laudable and deserving tiueir protection aud 
assistance in à way that might promote his un. 
dertakings aad endeavours to refresh what 
Vessels might be passing in that track of sea, 
and whenever the sanction of the British Go. 
vernmeut should be kuown, tae necessary 
assistance being given him, he would most so. 
lemnly declare himself allied to that Goverù. 
meut, aud by permission, “display the British 
Flag on the Island, reserving however always 
to himself the Governorsuip, provided aa 
equivalent could not be agreed upon. 

Permit me to borrow ou your Liorship's pa. 
tience by detaiuing you a little longer, and 
soliciting, asan agent for Mr, Lambert ia 
this enterprize, (so far as is compatible with 
reason, and as the undertaking may appear to 
merit) a small assistance to return to the 
Islands, as my present means will net be auttie 
cient. A small vessel, from 50 to 100 tons, 
to carry from this Colony four or five indus. 
trious families, with such other persons as may 
valuntarily incline to embark:’ alsa a few 
black cattle, sheep, goats, &c. with such 
other small necessaries as may conduce to the 
growth and production ef the Island.

We stated in a late number of the India 
Gazette, that the Pindarrees were agtin cona 
centrating in considerable force on che Ner. 
buddah, ‘and that a foraging troep from 
Scindea’s camp had lately begn cut of, to. 
wards the North, bya body of the same people. 
We had not leisure on that occasion, to enter 
into the particulars of the late affair. The 
foraging party, it appears, consisted of 1200 
horses. The Pindarrees are stated by the 
ukhbars, at the number of 8000 men. They 
had recently apptoached the neighbourhood 
of Gwalior, where Scindea has for many 
months past fixed his residence ; and they ap= 
pear te have watched their opportunity to 
sùrprize and attack the forazers, with great 
judgment and sagacity.* They killed and 
“wounded a number of their antagonists, and 

made tbe rest prisoners, carrying off the 
whole of théir horses, elephants, camels, aud 
other property tv a considerable amount, 


The above event had excited na small degree 


of consteruation in Scindea’s camp. A den 


‘tachment was ordered out forthwith, in 
pursuit of the depredators ; but we have yet 
ne accouuts of their being overtaken, or of 
any part of the booty being recovered. Ìt 
was Bupposed, that Durgeon Sal, late Rajah 
of Behadurghur, whom we stated in a former 
number to have been lately stripped by 
Scindea of his dominivns, was acting ia cou. 
junction with the Pindarrees, and was indeed 
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the prime mover and diroctor of their efforts, 
And this supposition derived some probability 
from a circumstance stated in the ukhbars, of 
an interview having lately taken place between, | 
the chieftain in question and Ameer Khaa. ‘| 
Constituted, however, as the Pindarree force 
is, with respect to their habits and necessities, 
it were vain to suppose, that the temporary 
confinoment or absence of Kurreem Khaa 
their Chief, would have any permanenteffeck 
in diverting them from theic predatory pure 
suits, or that they will ever want the occae 
sion, while they have the power aad the ine 
ducement to do mischief. Itis natural, more. 
over, to suppose, that whatever conduct 
Ameer Khan may find it politic to ebserve. f 
towards the person of their leader, he witk 
Continue to view their operations with come 
placency, so long as they contribute to harass” 
and wegken his open or secret enemies, and 
to promote that confusion which & best cala 
culated to insure the saccess of their mautuak 
designs. 

It is stated in accounts of the beginning òf 
the last month, that the Pindarrees on the 
Nerbuddah wers supposed to be meditating 
another incursion to the southward, in tha 
direction of Nagpore. 

The establishment ef Scindea’s authority in 
the Gwalior district to which the immmediats 
eiforts of that chieftain have for some time 
heen directed, has proved a more difficult task, 
than was at first appreheuded. ‘he country; 
is very strong by nature, being interspersed j 
with numerous hills, many of which are welk 
fortified, And, should the Pindarrees acquire | 
boldness from their late success it is conceive { 
ed, that the purpose ìn question must fora. 
time be abandoned.

In one of the artickes of that treaty, it 
was stipulated that the wkole corps

plied ; and, under (he command of Sciam 
Bey fized their residence at Gizen, near 
the capital, but on an opposite bank of the 
Nile; their remainder, under the cor- 
mad ef Iorabam Bey; continued in. Üp- 
per Egypt. The Beys, convinced of the 
ati: of eontending against a man who 
was their equal in fraud, and heir sü- 
erior in force, relinauished, for tke pre- 
geut their attempt to overthrow the Pa- 
cha’s authority 3 waiting until one of 
those sudden convulsions to which Ori- 
eutal despotism is subject, shoukl remove 
or enfecbie the object of their apprehen- 
sionsy and open a way to the recovery of 
their former influence.

The Mamalukes, cooped 
up ina nartow space; where their equese 
trian skilt, and their dexterity in the use 
of tse sabre, wire unavailing, impeded 
by Uiir own numbers, encumbered by 
their dresses of ceremony, and surround 
ed on allsides by an enemy superior in 
force and protected by his situation, made 
but a fecbie resistance, and were soon 
compelled to suerender.

A large body of troops 
marched immediaicly against the Beys 
in Upper Egypt, who were encamped 
neer the cataracts, at the head of eight 
or nine hundred Mamaluke sabres, ‚with 
a considerable. body of Negroes and 
Arabs, under the command ot Ibraham 
Bey. This chicflain is, with the excep- 
tion of Osman Bey Hassan, the only lead- 
er of note who survives, AM is well 
known as such to every English and 
French commander who has served in 
Goypt. Butbott he and Osmyn are in- 
capucitated by ane from acting with ener- 
gy proportivusd lo their difkoutties, and 


from supporting the fatizurs teident 15 
their erratic mo®s of warfar. Enideed, 
a report has lately reached Hi glaar, taat 
the Pacha’s troops had surprised Munse 
lukes of Upper Egypt, and succeeded 
in destroyiag the kest remuns of this 
singular people, which had subsisied 
with such varied fortune from the days 
of Saladin te the present period.
